Description  Of  Project — Charles  Parke,  147  East  Mullen  Trail,  Drunmond,  Montana  has 
made  application  for  a Class  II  Solid  Waste  Management  System  license  approximately

Potential  Impact  on  Physical  Environment 

Geology  and  soil  quality,  stability  and  moisture : 

Landfilling  of  solid  waste  into  an  old,  dry  coulee  will  alter  the 
general  soil  quality  in  the  landfill.  The  solid  waste  can  be  expected  to 
decompose  over  time,  causing  some  subsidence  in  the  immediate  fill  area. 
During  the  transition  period,  moisture  holding  characteristics  and  stabil- 
ity will  be  constantly  readjusting.  Some  wind-blown  siltation  may  be  a 
problem  at  times  during  the  active  landfill  period. 

#4)  Vegetation  cover,  quantity  and  quality: 

The  existing  coulee  is  virtually  unvegetated  at  present.  During  the 
active  landfill  period,  some  additional  vegetation  will  be  removed  from  the 
top  areas  during  excavation.  Upon  completion  of  filling  in  any  area,  the 
landfill  will  be  soil  covered  and  seeded  with  dryland  grasses.  While  this 
should  result  in  increased  vegetative  cover,  soil  quality  is  poor  and  the 
new  vegetation  is  not  expected  to  flourish  unless  large  amounts  of  organic 
material  and  nutrients  are  added.  Since  one  of  the  benefits  expected  for 
the  landowner  is  elimination  of  a barren  coulee,  it  will  be  to  his  benefit 
to  properly  prepare  the  finished  areas  for  a good  quality  vegetative  cover 
crop. 

#5)  Aesthetics: 

Anytime  a landfill  is  operated,  an  impact  to  traditional  aesthetic 
values  is  expected.  The  operators  proposed  plan  include  fencing,  daily 
cover  and  other  operational  plans  designed  to  minimize  adverse  aesthetic 
impacts . 


Potential  Impacts  on  Human  Environment 

#4)  Agricultural  or  industrial  production: 

Landfilling  is  expected  to  occur  in  the  dry  coulee  only.  Upon  com- 
pletion, the  filled  coulee  can  be  expected  to  be  somewhat  more  productive 
agriculturally.  Any  effect  is  expected  to  be  minimal,  however. 

’■6)  Quantity  and  distribution  of  community  and  personal  income: 

The  current  monies  spent  for  landfilling  go  to  an  out-of-county 
contractor.  If  the  landfill  is  developed  as  proposed,  there  will  be  a 
minimal  affect  on  the  local  economy  as  an  in-county  contractor  will  be  used 
for  part  of  the  transfer/disposal  service. 

//8)  Quantity  and  distribution  of  employment 

Again,  maintenance  of  a facility  in  Granite  County  will  affect  employ- 
ment of  one  or  two  individuals  in  the  county  only.  Since  the  landfill  will 
be  added  to  an  existing  agricultural  enterprise,  there  will  be  minimal 
affect  upon  employment. 


#10)  Demands  for  government  services: 

An  additional  landfill  in  the  county  will  require  a slight  increase  in 

Soli t'HSerVaCeS * princiPally  - the  local  health  department  and  in  the 
Solld  and  Hazardous  Waste  Bureau.  Such  increase  will  be  minor,  however. 

#11)  Industrial  and  commercial  activity: 

activSTthel  the  Wil1  Cause  a Slight  lncrease  in  commercial 

activity  in  the  Drummond  Area.  Since  the  facility  will  be  only  operated 

for  disposal  of  wastes  from  the  container  program  and  possibly  other 

contractors,  the  commercial  activity  will  be  limited  to  a day  or  two  per 

#12)  Demands  for  energy: 

iacraased  demand  for  energy,  particularly  the  consumption  of 
fossil  fuels  for  equipment  operation,  should  be  off-set  by  a decrease  in 
fuels  required  for  transportation  of  40  yard  containers. 

#14)  Transportation  networks  and  traffic  flows: 

Since  the  current  use  of  the  existing  property  is  strictly  agricul- 
tural, operation  of  the  landfill  will  alter  transportation  routes  for
